New York, August. 13.—Detectives 


searching for the members of the 
Black Hand society, who abducted 
nine-year-old Antonio Mannino from 
his home in Brooklyn ,and held him 
for $50,000 ransom, fear that the kid- 
naped boy has been murdered. The 
fear grows out of the threats made by 
the bcv's captors that they would kill 
the boy if the police were put on tiheir 
track. The detectives expected to res- 
cue the boy yesterday, but all of their 
efforts failed. 
The mea arrested in 


connection with the crime maintain a 
stolid silence and the 'police have been 
unable to get 
anything from them. 


Several - warrants for other arrests 
have been issued and the police have 
been told to bring in the prisoners 
dead or aJive. The Italians most want- 
ed in connection with the kidnapping 
were under arrest a year ago for al- 
leged complicity in tho murder'of a 
Buffalo Italian nan-.ed Madonia, the 
crime being widely known as the ''bai- 
rel murder."

REWARD 


For Feturn of Brooklyn Contractor's 


Son Has Been Increased—Sev- 


eral Arrests Made. 


New York, Aug. 13".—The reward for 


the return of Antonio Mannino, the 
son of a Brooklyn contractor, who has 
been missing since Tuesday night, was 
raised from ?500 to $10,000 by the 
boy's father. The police have increased 
their efforts to ferret out the alleged 
kidnaping gang, and upon information 
furnished by Angelo Cucosza, the first 
man arrested, a number of warrants 
have been issued, and it is said a gen- 
eral roundup of those under suspicion 
is imminent. Among these is an uncle 
of Cucozza and a butcher named 
Thomas Petto, who has disappeared 
from the city. At the time of the 
"Benedetto barrel murder" Petto was 
arrested, artl Mannino, father of the 
missing boy, qualified as bondsman in 
a large sum. 


Youths Sentenced. 


Chicago, Aug. 13. — In sentencing 


four youths to the penitentiary for life 
Judge Axel Cliytraus in the criminal 
court took 
occasion 
to deprecate 


strikes as breeders of crime. In doing 
so he declared that labor troubles sel- 
dom ended without some of the strik- 
ers landing behind the bars. This was 
evoked by the fact that two of the 
prisoners were strikers when they be- 
gan their career of crime, which in- 
cluded the murder for which they were 
sentenced. The four youths, Peter 
Dulfer, David Kelly and James and 
Wilfram Fonnby, were known as the 
"Bandit Quartet." The Fonnby broth- 
ers -were at one time ushers in St. 
Paul's Congregational church, the pas- 
tor of which. Rev. Dr. Parr, was pres- 
ent in the court when Judge Chytraus 
pronounced sentence.

PRESIDENT 


Addresses Five Hundred School Teach- 


ers From Porto Rico, at Washing- 


ton, D. C. 


Washington, Aug. io. — President 


Roose.velt tendered a reception and de- 
livered a brief speech to about 500 
schoolteachers of Porto Rico, who 
have been In this country for several 
weeks 
attending 
various 
normal 


schools. The reception took place in 
the east room of the White House. The 
president addressed the teachers as 
follows: 


"Ladies and Gentlemen—I wish to 


greet you with all my., heart here at 
the national capital. It is my earnest 
wish, as it was the wish of my lament- 
ed predecessor, and as it is the wish 
of the people of the United States, that 
only unmixed good shall come to the 
people of Porto Rico because of their 
connection with the United States. 
(Applause.) 


"I greet you with peculiar pleasure 


and interest, because this body and 
those like you who are engaged in the 
work of education in Porto Rico are 
doing that work which more than any 
other is vital to the future of the isl- 
ands. We must have education in its 
broadest and deepest sense, education 
of the heart and soul as well as of the 
mind. In order to fit any people to do 
its duty among the free peoples of 
progress in the world. And I trust 
that you her*, you teachers, you men 
ai.d women engaged in preparing the 
next generation to do its work, realize 
fully the weight of the responsibility 
resting upon you. Accordingly as you 
here in this room and your colleagues 
do your work well or ill. It depends as 
to how the next generation of Porto 
Ricans shall do their work in the 
world."

This is 
in line with the course pursued by 
President McKinley in 1900. He made 
a speech to the natification committee 
and wrote his letter of acceptance, bui 
did rot deliver any speeches.

Esopus, N. Y.. Aug. 13.—A delega- 


tion representing the International 
Council of Women for Christian and 
Patriotic Service called on Judge Par- 
ker to discuss the anti-polygamy ques- 
tion with him. They gave to Judge 
Parker a complete co^y of the testi- 
mony in the senate investigation of 
the Senator Reed Smoot case* which 
the judge was asked to read.

he did not promise to discuss the ques- 
tion, of Mormonism in his letter of ac- 
ceptance, it is known that he approves 
of the anti-polygamy plank of the St. 
Louis platform and will give it consid- 
eration before concluding his letter. 


Fall cf an Aerolite. 


Meadville, Pa., Aug. 13.—A meteor 


or large aerolite, taking a northerly 
direction, struck the earth somewhere 
near Concord station, 35 miles east of 
this city, on the line of the Erie rail- 
way. A terrific explosion accompanied 
the Impact with the earth, followed 
by a high wind lasting .15 seconds. 
Erie trainmen from Salamanca to 
Union City, 80 miles, saw the great 
light, which lasted from five to ten 
seconds. The explosion shook the 
buildings in Titusville, 20 miles away. 


TEACHERS 


Over In Delaware County Vv'iil Not 


Get Extra Pay For Attend- 


ing Institute. 


Delaware, D., "AugT 13.—The officers 


of the Delaware County Teachers' in- 
stitute have balked at one of the re- 
quirements 
embodied in the 
new 


school code. They made it known that 
the school ma'ams of Delaware county 
will not be given pay for attendance 
at this year's institute, although it is 
provided by the law. and many other 
counties have .accepted it. "We aro 
.going to wait until the Ohio supreme 
court decides on the question before 
we pay," said one of the 
officers. 


"Then if the court so decides, we will 
pay back to the teachers whatever we 
owe them for attending." There arc 
2CO teachers in Delaware county and 
a week's extra salary lor them would 
cost $2,500.

Day at World's Fair Today—Monstsr 


Parade Followed By Speech 


By Sec'y Taft. 


FROM CRAVE TO GAY. 


Russians Bewail Fate of Squadron and 


Rejoice Over Heir. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. I".—St. Peters- 


burg is divided between rejoicing over 
the birth of an heir to the throne and 
anxiety as to the .ate of the Port Ar- 
thur squadron. As has happened on 
several occasions since tho war began, 
a fete day at the capital coincides with 
an important development at tho front, 
and national thanksgiving is tempered 
with solemnity. 


A day marked by tho display of 


flags, the firing of salutes. l:i" ho! lin.; 
of religious services and the extending 
of official congratulations was followed 
by a night of brilliant illumination. 
Garlands and 
lamps were strung 


across almost every house front, while 
from many of the larger buildings 
flashed the Russian arms, the imperial 
monogram and other devices picked 
out in electric glob.es. Early tens of 
thousands of tapers glimmered before 
the altars of St. Petersburg's many 
shrines. 
In chapels and cathedrals 


everywhere therp were solemn cho- 
ruses of thanksgiving—from the im- 
perial chapel of the Peterhof palace to 
the humble, lamp-lit shrines of the 
streetr,, where the hurrying pedes- 
trians, laborers and drosky drivers 
waited to cross themselves. 


At the admiralty every report re- 


ceived was eagerly scanned, but the 
fragmentary news from foreign and 
Japanese sources left much doubt as to 
the result of the fight between the 
Port Arthur squadron and the Jap 
anese fleet and as to the whereabouts 
of the Russian sMps. All that seems 
to be established is that there was a 
day's running flghf and a night torpedo 
attack, in which some of the ships be- 
came parted from the squadron, but 
the last dispatches from Shanghai 
seem to indicate that the Japanese 
were beaten off, though with what 
damage is not. clear. 


Though at least four Russian battle- 


ships aop^ar to have reached the open 
sea, the cruis=rs Pallada and Diana 
end one battleship remain unaccount- 
ed for. The injuries sustained by the, 
battleship Czarevitch give her sanc- 
tuarj in the harbor of Tsingchou, but 
the Novik is under notice served by 
the German authorities to leave. As 
she is very fast, being capable of mak- 
ing 20 knots an hour, there are strong 
hopes that she will 'scape unless there 
are Japanese cruisers awaiting her on 
the outside. 


Casualties on Russian Cruiser. 


Shanghai, Aug. 10. — The Russian 


protected cruiser Askold arrived at 
Woosung with her fifth funnel gone 
close to the deck, all the funnels rid- 
dled with shell holes, one gun on the 
port side dismounted nnd several large 
shell holes above the water Hue. One 
lieutenant, and 11 men had been kiliC'l 
and SO men wounded. 


Support Russian Protest. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 13.—It is stated 


here that both France and Germany 
are supporting at Peking the protest 
of the Russian government against the, 
action of the .Iapanr.se torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers in attacking the Russian tor- 
pedo-boat destroyer Ryeshitelni in the 
harbor of Chefoo. 


Jap Cruiser Sunk. 


London. Aug.

armored cruiser Kasuga (formerly the

A complete, outfit for manufacturing 
spurious banknotes was also found. 
Sanft has iivcd in Roxbury for 17 
years and has a wife and two daugh- 
ters. 
His family has been socially 


prominent in Boston and along the 
south shore, where they had a summer 
home. Among the articles revealed 
by the search of Sanft's house was "a 
splendid German photographic lens 
and a quantity of Chinese fiber paper. 


Charged With Counterfeiting. 


Chicago. Aug. 13.—Eight men who 


arc charged with making spurious coin 
were arrested by federal authorities in 
a raid on an alleged counterfeiting den 
in a basement. Seven of the eight 
men were at work making counterfeit 
dollars, half dollars, quarters ' and 
dimes when confronted with the weap- 
ons of the raiders, and wore taken into 
custody. Two pots of metal were on 
a stove and were confiscated with 
plaster paris casts on a table about 
which the men were working. Several 
bags of counterfeit money were taken 
away by the authorities for evidence, 
and one of tho men who had escaped 
was arrested later.

Chicago, Aug. 12. — With the hope 


that something may be accomplished 
toward settling the stockyards strike 
Mayor Harrison will be asked to lend 
his assistance. With all ^prospects o£ 
peace or even peace conferences gone 
the retail meat dealers and grocers 
decided to ask Mayor Harrison to take 
a position in the present conflict simi- 
lar to the position taken by him in the 
streetcar strike last fall. The street 
railway strike was settled through his 
efforts. 
At a meeting of the retail 


dealers a committee of 10 persons was 
apointed to wait upon the mayor. Rep- 
resentatives of tae strikers were at 
this meeting and expressed themselves 
as being satisfied with the plan to ask 
Mayor Harrison's assistance in the 
Controversy. 


Previous to the decision to request 


Mayor Harrison to intercede for peace 
Cornelius Shea, president of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
declared in an interview that there 
Tvould be no more sympathetic strikes 
of the members cf his union. He de- 
clared that all the packing-house team- 
sters now on strike would "stand pat," 
meaning that they would remain on 
strike. 
Continuing he said: "There 


will be no extension of the fight so far 
as our organizations are concerned, 
and no change will be made in regard 
tc picketing the places which have 
been put under the ban of the unions." 
Mr Shea's attitude is taken to mean 
that the teamsters' joint council will 
refuse to sanction any actual walk- 
outs of its members when they meet 
Sunday to consider the matter. 


Numerous Riots. 


A riot crowded Fifth avenue, within 


a square of th° City hall, and recalling 
the teamsters' strike two years ago. 
when missiles were hurled from the 
windows of office buildings, capped the 
climax of disorder in the stockyards 
strike. 


During the day half a dozen men 


were hurt in various encounters, and 
shots were fired during an attack on 
a trainload of "strike-breakers." 


All told the violence was more wide- 


spread than in any previous 12 hours 
of the strike, although no mob of great 
size took part in any of the assaults. 


Even President Golden of the team- 


sters' union was attacked while trying 
to rescue Max Falk, a union teamster, 
who was driving a wagon loaded with 
meat. Four hundred persons had pur- 
sued Falk. not knowing he was a 
ur.ior.i.' t. and were attacking him when 
President Golden appeared. 
When 


Falk produced a union button, Golden 
mounted the wagon, took the reins 
and urged back the mob. Stones and 
Ftickcs were showered at Golden and 
Falk 
befora Golden, who 
suffered 


many injuries, was recognized.

the veto.

doing, the mayor 


r.ioLabiy gives, tho best re-icons he has. 
If such reasons are good they will have 
••••eight and effect with the council in 
its further delibeiations on the sub- 
ject. If not well based and are ill con- 
sidered they fall flat and are of no 
effect even v, ith zhe great name of the 
major attached to them. 


This 
is the ' situation 
when the 


mayor returns a resolution "not ap- 
pioved" to the council in the orderly 
and legal transaction of the business 
ot the city; but when he prepares his 
veto message ostensibly to the co-mcil 
and calls in the press and has it pub- 
lished in advance of its delivery to the 
ccunc-il, the message and the attitude 
oi the mayor may justly be questioned.

This is true, although the water com- 
pany has cmplovcrl a competent, and 
ic-liable hydraulic engineer to examine 
ant1 report r-pon the present nbysioal 
condition of the entire plant, and will 
offer all of the findings of its engineer 
for the insppcticn of the city council. 
yet the company is of tho opinion thai 
the council should on its own part, 
employ a 
competent engineer to go 


over as much of this report or as much 
of the plant as is deemed advisable. 
The company respectfully urges such 
pcrior on the part of the city council, 
not because it lacks confidence in its

A PLAGUE RELIC. 


The l»ondOTi Oarptfe AVnH One Result 


of the Great Epidemic. 


A curious relic of the great plague 


survives still in the London Gazette. 
During the epidemic the autumn ses- 
sion of parliament was held at Oxford 
from Oct. 0 to :'.!, 1605, and Charles 
II. and his court went there to attend 
the session and to escape infection. 


As it was essential that London 


should be kept informed of the pro- 
ceedings, tho king started an official 
journal, entitled the Oxford Gazette, 
the first number of which appeared 
on Wednesday. Nov. 15, 3005. It con- 
tained an account of what had been 
done in the way of appointments and 
gave some items of court news. About 
two months later the publication was 
transferred to the metropolis as the 
London Gazmtc. 


The first Oxford issue does not ap- 


pear to have reached London until 
Nov.

The let- 
ter which made the announcement 
came irom Dr. I. R. Trimble, the as- 
sistant surgeon of the railroad. 
His 


statement is concurred in. by Dr. I. 
McLane Tiffany, 
the chief surgeon, 


and Dr. S. KTEarr. the superintendent 
of the relief department. 


In. his letter Dr. Trimble says that 


in many cases it has been found that 
serious illness in the families of the 
employes of the railroad has seriously 
embarrassed the heads of the families 
because of the expenses of expert phy- 
sical assistance. 
The railroad to re- 


lieve the conditions as much as possi- 
ble, and wanting to help its employ- 
es, has made an -iffer that it will "take 
charge of the stubborn cases 


The staff of physicians does not 


want to be besieged with small cases, 
or to take 
general 
charge of the 


health of the families of all tlie em- 
ployes of the company. It is realized, 
however, that in many instances theie 
are stubborn cases ol disease where 
the family pliysician might want an 
assistant, or might want consultation. 
It is realized by the railroad that in 
such cases the expense is great, and 
the officers of the line have agreed to 
come to the assistance of those who 
are dependent upon the employes of 
the road. In such instances any mem- 
ber of the family of an employe may 
be sent to the Baltimore City hospital, 
and may there receive the expert as- 
sistance of the general staff of physi- 
cians for the railroad. This action is 
highly appreciated by the men, who 
have said that it has come as a boon 
to many of them. This announcement 
of the Baltimore & Ohio company is 
the only one of its kind known in'rail- 
road circles.
